They demanded that a: special committee, compo sed of members of Com- 
muriist-dominated labour unions in the Soviet Zone of the city, be 
appointed to replace the council. 

A spokesman denied that it. was to be an “action committce” such’ as took 
over Czechoslovakia, but it apparently could sorve the same purpose. 


Outside, milling crowds un- 
able to get into the hall, shout- 
ed when told of the cancella- 
tian of a scheduled city coun- 
cil mecting: 


“We will come -back again 
and again." 


This appeared to indicate Com- 
munist strategy js to keep up 
constant demonstrations intended 
to stop all work of the City Gov- 
ernment, force jt to abandon tbe 
City Halt and then set up 9 
Communist-front government for 
the divided, blockaded city. 


This morning's crowd, which 
numbered only 200 ot the begin- 
ning of the demonstratlon, swell- 
ed to more than 2,000 before it 
ended.
